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Notes  on  the  Guidebooks

Hopefully,  you’ve  received  your  copy  of  the  new  book(s)  by  now  I 
shared  a  little  bit  with  members  at  the  meeting  in  Indianapolis  last  fall,  and 
would  like  to  give  my  perspective  on  the  process  of  putting  these  latest 
guidebooks  together 

Archie  Kidd  asked  me  to  help  out,  since  I'd  had  some  previous 
experience  working  on  the  1991  and  1993  editions  with  him  and  Steve  Rood 
Little  did  I  know  what  I  was  getting  myself  in  fori  I  began  working  on  the  book 
in  the  fall  of  2006  By  coincidence,  the  photographer  who  works  for  Northwest 
Territorial  Mint  is  a  neighbor  of  mine,  and  he  was  able  to  provide  a  disk  with 
high  quality  pictures  of  w  hat  they  had  in  their  vault  at  that  time  It  took  a  lot  of 
coaxing  to  get  that  original  disk,  but  once  I  had  it,  I  was  on  my  way  toward 
getting  started  on  the  cataloguing  I  cross-referenced  everything  that  was  in  the 
1993  update,  looking  for  any  new  bars  from  the  mints  we  already  had  on  file 
The  new  second  volume  in  no  way  purports  to  be  a  comprehensive  listing  of 
everything  that's  out  there  for  sale,  but  it  includes  as  much  as  we  could  find 

Luckily  (or  unluckily),  I  am  a  pack  rat  I've  kept  files  on  all  the  new 
bars  and  rounds  that  have  been  issued  over  the  years,  culling  information  from 
various  reciprocal  clubs  and  most  importantly,  from  the  trade  papers  and 
magazines  received  on  behalf  of  the  club  There  was  a  lot  of  valuable  ‘stuff 
stored  away  in  my  files,  and  this  all  needed  to  be  sorted  thru  and  re-filed, 
according  to  what  it  was 

Then,  I  heard  from  many  club  members  and  others  who  sent  in  photos 
of  bars  they  had  that  were  not  catalogued  Many  thanks  to  a  few  people  in 
particular  -  Bill  Haffner,  Robin  Carlson,  Bill  Doty,  Wally  Thomas  and  Richard 
Nelson  of  The  Money  Co  They  all  sent  in  colored  copies/disks  of  what  they 
had  in  their  collections  Wally  Thomas  keeps  meticulous  records,  and  if  1  had  a 
question  about  something,  he  could  locate  the  bar  almost  immediately  and 
answer  my  query  Then  he  would  make  an  enlargement  or  send  a  better  quality 
photo  right  away.  Some  days  we'd  be  emailing  or  calling  back  &  forth  several 
times  It  was  a  very  time-consuming  project,  so  I  thank  him  for  his  patience 
with  me  Richard  Nelson  was  also  a  wealth  of  information,  and  provided  much 
insight  into  the  industry. 

1  also  found  out  a  lot  by  happenstance,  looking  for  one  thing  and 
coming  up  with  something  else,  while  surfing  the  internet  This  again  lead  to 
many  phone  calls  ~  some  dead  ends,  and  other  times  not  We  interviewed  as 
many  people  as  we  could  locate  and  were  willing,  for  the  ‘meet  the  producer' 
interviews  One  of  the  most  memorable,  for  me,  was  the  call  to  Ed  Aleo,  who 
had  some  interesting  recollections  about  the  Watergate  era  Another  contact  was 
a  local  coin  dealer  who  has  a  huge  quantity  of  Highland  Mint  sports  card  bars 
He  wasn't  willing  to  sell  any,  but  he  did  take  me  to  a  Kinko’s  so  1  could 
photocopy  some  of  his  collection  As  it  turns  out,  he  was  an  advisor  to  the  mint 
when  they  first  started  making  sports  card  bars  back  in  the  early  1990’s,  and  we 
enjoyed  talking  baseball  on  the  drive  back  &  forth  from  his  store 
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Garrett  and  Michelle  Burke  designed  the  new  covers  for  both  editions 
We  spent  a  lot  of  time  sorting  through  what  should  be  included,  and  the  designs, 
in  my  opinion,  are  fabulous  Kudos  to  both  of  them  for  their  hard  work! 

On  a  typical  work  day,  1  would  tyPe  UP  'he  information  on  each  mint, 
and  cut  and  paste  pictures  to  go  along  with  it  A  trip  to  Kinko’s  often 
interrupted  work,  but  was  a  necessary  evil  Fd  make  two  copies  of  each  listing 
~  one  for  me  and  one  for  Archie  When  I  had  a  big  batch  done,  Fd  mail  them 
off  and  Archie  would  print  proof  pages  From  there  the  proofs  would  go  to 
several  people  whose  eagle  eyes  helped  with  proofreading  Doug  Jennings, 

Wally  Thomas.  Michelle  &  Garrett  Burke  They  would  mainly  be  looking  for 
typographical  errors  Then  the  proofs  would  come  back  to  me  for  final  editing 
Sometimes,  it  would  take  several  tries  before  the  pages  were  okay 

Cataloguing  SilverTowne  was  the  biggest  nightmare  Again,  being  the 
pack  rat  that  1  am,  1  had  almost  all  their  sales  catalogs  from  the  early  90’s  on  In 
fact,  I  have  a  better  collection  of  them  than  they  do  at  SilverTowne!  At  first  I 
was  consulting  with  a  young  woman  in  the  sales  department  who  hadn’t  been 
employed  very  long  She  was  able  to  help  me  with  current  issues/reverses/etc  , 
but  I  needed  someone  with  long-term  experience  and  Steve  Barker  from  the 
minting  dept  fit  the  bill  He  has  been  at  SilverTowne,  off  &  on,  for  over  1 5 
years,  and  was  instrumental  in  starting  their  catalog  sales  He  was  able  to  come 
up  with  the  3  or  4  catalogs  I  was  missing,  and  supplied  photocopies  from  them 
There  were  a  few  problems  with  some  of  the  advertising  For  example,  a  gun 
series  was  advertised  with  a  logo  reverse  vs  the  standard  'wheat'  reverse  As  it 
turned  out,  the  logo  reverse  was  never  made  (A  flyer  to  club  members  helped 
answer  that  question1)  We  saw  the  die  drawers  on  the  SilverTowne  tour  where 
they  checked  to  see  if  such  a  reverse  existed  -and  it  didn’t!  As  an  aside,  I  notice 
that  SilverTowne  is  now  describing  some  of  the  reverses  in  their  print 
advertising,  which  is  very  helpful! 

Just  having  all  the  information,  and  sorting  and  filing  was  another 
story  It  easily  took  6  weeks  to  get  SilverTowne  catalogued,  and  it  was 
impossible  to  do  it  sequentially  I  decided  it  would  be  easier  for  me,  and  for 
readers,  if  it  were  sorted  by  type  That  is  the  only  section  of  the  book  that  is 
done  this  way 

I  regret  that  we  ran  out  of  time  to  do  a  cross  index  I  was  still 
correcting  proofs  in  mid-December,  and  without  definite  page  numbers,  the 
cross  index  became  an  impossibility  And,  since  it  was  nearly  Christmas,  it  was 
high  time  to  get  my  dining  room  back  in  order  For  months,  the  table  was 
covered  with  papers,  an  extra  work  table  was  covered  with  papers,  there  were 
boxes  of  more  papers/catalogs/clippings  underneath,  etc  1  should  have  taken  a 
picture  at  the  height  of  the  mess,  so  you’ll  just  have  to  use  your  imagination,  but 
let  me  tel!  you,  it  was  a  sight1
